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CURLING 
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The early history of curling is 
somewhat obscure, it is stated by 
some writers that the game _ is_ ot 
Flemish origin and was played in 


France and Germany before being in- 
troduced into Scotland, you can be- 
lieve most anything if you want to, 
anyway it was known in Scotland as 
early as the 16th Century, the first 
rough stones having a thumb hole in-' 
stead of a handle. The Scotch became 
the leaders and developed the game 
and played it for 400 years more or 
less. The Royal Caledonian Curling 
Club of Scotland was organized in 
1838 or 1839 and during the years the 
Kame spread into many northern 
countries such as Switzerland, Nor- 
way, Sweden and Russia. 

It is stated that in Canada the 
game has been growing in popularity 
since 1807, In the United States the 
recoid goes back to 1825 at least. 

The greatest centre of curling to- 
day is in the city of Winnipeg.. The 
Vinnipeg Granite Club was organized 
in 1880 and affiliated with the RCCC 
of Scotland in 1888, the Winnipeg 
Lbonspiel is always a great event with 
a very large number of rinks compet 
ing tor substantial prizes. 

The Alberta branch of the RC CC 
was organized January 23rd, 1904
